It  was  from  this  beginning  that  the  University  has 
grown  to  its  present  size.  The  status  of  the  Uni- 
versity was  endangered  subsequently  when  the  Board  of  Education  attempted  to  assume 
control  and  to  transform  it  into  a  vocational  school.  William  H.  Tucker,  then  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  vigorously  fought  this  attempt.  Mr.  Tucker,  an  attorney, 
held  his  ground  against  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education.  In  remembrance  of  the  time 
and  effort  spent  by  him  to  insure  the  development  of  the  University  as  an  institution  of 
higher  learning,  one  of  the  two  faculty  apartments  completed  in  the  spring  of  1935  has 
been  named  Tucker  Hall.  In  honor  of  the  founder  of  the  University,  the  other  has  been 
named  Scott  Hall.

Aside  from  carrying  on  regular  class  room  work,  the  cleans  and  directors  of 
the  University  of  Toledo  are  responsible  for  numerous  other  duties.  They  must 
act  as  advisers,  serve  on  committees,  aid  in  administrative  affairs  and  assist  in 
other  capacities. 

The  University  has  five  colleges,  including  Education,  Business  Administration, 
Arts  and  Sciences,  Law,  and  Engineering,  giving  degrees,  with  a  Dean  at  the 
head  of  each.  The  Junior  College  is  a  separate  college  of  the  first  two  years 
of  the  University. 

The  heads  of  these  various  colleges  meet  with  President  Philip  C.  Nash  to 
discuss  policies  concerning  the  University  and  any  recommendations  are 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  At  these  meetings  the  curriculum  of  the 
different  colleges  are  approved  by  the  faculty  as  a  whole.  If  anything  unusual 
is  suggested  at  the  meetings  such  as  starting  a  new  department  which  will  mean 
additional  expenditures,  it  is  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  con- 
sideration. 

Instructors  are  not  usually  confined  to  one  college  due  to  an  insufficient  number 
of  faculty  members,  so  that  some  must  carry  on  a  schedule  of  classes,  related  to 
more  than  one  college. 

In  addition  to  the  administrative  work,  the  Deans  meet  with  members  of  the 
faculty  of  their  department,  and  hold  conferences  with  students  regarding  work 
in  the  specific  department. 

The  general  purpose  of  the  administrative  office  of  the  University  is  to  integrate 
various  functions  of  the  institution,  to  stimulate  professional  study  and  specific 
study  of  problems,  and  to  promote  the  program  of  the  administration  work  here.

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The  Student  Council  is  the  governing  body  of  the  University. 
Working  this  year  to  raise  the  status  of  the  Student  Council 
and  to  improve  the  general  attitude  on  the  campus,  the 
council  had  a  varied  and  successful  year.  The  group  looks 
back  on  Freshman  Week  with  its  attendant  instructions  that 
helped  to  start  the  newcomer  out  right  on  the  road  to 
learning.  The  regular  Student  Council  dances  were  topped 
off  by  a  lovely  Christmas  formal  at  the  Trianon  Ballroom. 
High  School  Week  which  promises  to  be  a  growing  thing 
as  the  years  go  forward  was  planned  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  council.  The  building  up  of  the  library  in  the  Student 
Union  building  can  also  be  attributed  to  the  council.  Various 
other  activities,  including  the  welcoming  of  the  new  coach, 
helped  climax  a  very  successful  year. 

Realizing  the  necessity  of  getting  at  some  of  the  deeper  things  which  make  for  real  campus 
life,  the  council  delved  into  some  of  the  inner  problems  of  the  University  after  doing  its 
best  with  lounges  and  other  minor  details.  It  conducted  a  survey  on  activities  points  in 
the  hope  that  a  uniform  system  of  awards  might  be  established  at  the  University.  They 
worked  with  sub-committees  on  budgets  so  that  the  extra  curricular  activities  would  not 
defeat  their  own  purpose.  Council  also  conducted  an  investigation  of  its  powers  and 
duties  with  the  view  of  obtaining  a  more  definite  placement  of  responsibility  in  the  future. 
It  conferred  with  other  schools  to  draw  up  a  comparison  of  the  governing  bodies.  Two 
delegates  were  sent  to  the  National  Student  Federation  conference.  The  bus  rate  com- 
mittee followed  up  the  work  of  the  previous  years  and  succeeded  in  continuing  the  special 
rate   for  students. 

The  foresight  of  the  governing  body  gave  birth  to  the  making  of  a  scrap  book  for  all  the 
activities  of  the  council.  The  council  members  were  in  constant  touch  with  the  student 
body  through   the  Collegian. 

Serious  penalties  were  inflicted  for  smoking  in  the  corridors  and  other  misdemeanors  in 
the  University.  Mass  meetings  and  bon  fires  were  sponsored  to  increase  student 
enthusiasm  before  football  games.  In  all  ways,  the  council  attempted  to  cooperate  with 
the  student  body.

The  Debating  Association  is  one  of  the  most  active  and  successful  inter-collegiate  organ- 
izations on  the  campus.  The  varsity  debating  team  has  been  Ohio  Conference  champions 
consecutively  for  the  last  four  years.  The  debates  themselves  have  been  ones  which  are 
interesting  due  to  timely  subject  matter  and  skillful   debating  technique.     Such  topics  as, 

Resolved:    That   Congress    by   a    two-thirds    majority 
vote   shall    have   the   power  to   override   a   decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  declaring  an  act  of  Congress 
unconstitutional,  and  other  topics  concerning  muni- 
tions   and    public    utilities    were    of    such    a    timely 
nature  a   group  of  debators   were   asked   to  appear 
before   professional    men   and   women   organizations 
in   this  city.     The  Manchester  Squad,  a   group  com- 
posed  of  both   Ohio  Conference  men   and   others  skilled   in   the  art  of  debate,   attend  a 
tournament  each  year  at  North  Manchester,  Indiana,  where  debates  are  held  with   many 
other  schools,   such    as  Notre  Dame,  Purdue,   and   Indiana.    The   University  was  quite  suc- 
cessful this  year  in  these  contests,  the  group  attending  from  the  University  winning  a  majority 
of  the  debates.    New  contacts  for  some,  and  old  opponents  for  others  made  the  contest  a 
jolly  affair. 

Participation  in  debates  is  open  to  both  men  and  women  students.  Tryouts  are  announced 
in  the  fall  on  the  bulletin  boards  and  in  the  Collegian.  The  debate  room  is  216  and  inter- 
ested students  should  report  there  or  to  Dr.  Orians,  adviser. 


Members  of  the  debating  association  participated  in  more  than  eighty  intercollegiate 
contests  this  year  including  four  tournaments.

Approximately  twenty-five  persons  at  the  University  are  affiliated  with  the  Eta  Chapter  of 
Alpha  Phi  Gamma,  national  honorary  journalistic  fraternity.  The  purpose  of  this  co- 
educational organization  is  to  recognize  individual  ability  and  achievement  in  journalistic 
pursuits  in  colleges  and  universities.

The  Kappa  Psi  fraternity  at  the  University  is  the  Beta  Lambda  chapter  of  an  international 
pharmaceutical  fraternity,  which  is  strictly  limited  to  recognized  schools  of  pharmacy.

In  the  opener  the  Rockets,  heavy  favorites  to  win,  pushed  their  Columbus  opponents  all  over  the  field 

but  lost  the  game  when  a  Capital  player  picked  a  fumble  out  of  the  air  and  went  over  for  the  only  score. 

Another  fluke  touchdown,  this  time  a  blocked  pass  that  fell  into  the  arms  of  a  Boston  player,  spelled  defeat 

for  Toledo   in   the  second   game. 

It  was  the  Case  game  that  found  the  Rockets  changing  from  a  weak  offensive  team  to  a  high-scoring  machine. 

An  alert  Rocket  eleven  capitalized  on  fumbles  and  blunders  of  the  highly-touted  Rough  Riders  to  score  an 

18-7  upset  for  its  first  victory. 

From  then  on,  the  Rockets  took  advantage  of  their  newly-discovered  scoring  power  to  come  through  with 

easy  victories  over  the  teams  remaining  on  the  schedule.    Touchdowns  in  the  first  and  last  quarters  gave 

Toledo  its  second  conference  win,  defeating  Denison's  Big  Red  Team  here  by  a  13-0  score.    The  Rocket 

offense  reached  its  highest  point  of  the  season  against  their  old  rivals,  Bowling  Green,  when  they  smothered 

the  Falcons  in  an  avalanche  of  ten  touchdowns  to  score  a  63-0  victory. 

Toledo  took  time  off  from  the  Ohio  conference  race  long  enough  to  travel  to  Kentucky  to  hand  Louisville 

a  41-7  beating.     Returning  to  Toledo,  the  Rockets  played  unhospitable  hosts  to  Buffalo,  defeating  the 

Bulldogs  19-6  in  avenging  a  1934  defeat. 

Toledo  s  fourth  conference  game  found  Heidelberg  the  victim,  the  Rockets  closing  their  season  with  a 

1  3-0  victory.

During  the  campaign,  the  Rockets  came  out  well  against  several  nationally  famous  teams, 
with  victories  being  recorded  over  Harvard,  Akron  and  Cincinnati.  The  Blue  and  Gold's 
only  loss  in  a  home  game  came  at  the  hands  of  Michigan,  another  big-time  cage  outfit. 
After  a  terrific  struggle,  the  game,  which  was  by  far  the  most  exciting  contest  seen  in  these 
parts  for  a  long  time,  went  to  the  Wolverines  by  a  one-point  margin. 

The  upset  of  the  season  came  when  the  Bowling  Green,  on  their  home  floor,  handed  the

Coach  Dave  Connelly  had  three  capable  performers  at  the  backstop  position,  Cliff 
Siemens  and  Willard  Beebe,  who  saw  action  last  year,  and  Bill  Mattison.

The  University  of  Toledo  was  well  represented  in  track  by  a  fine  array  of  performers  in  almost  every 
event.    The  squad  of  1936  easily  developed  into  one  of  the  best  this  college  has  ever  had. 

Coach  Harold  Anderson  had  at  the  beginning  of  the  indoor  track  season,  as  a  nucleus  for  the  team, 
several  men  who  were  experienced  in  intercollegiate  competition.  The  other  members  of  the  team 
proved  capable  as  a  result  of  experience  in  scholastic  athletics. 

The  weight  men  for  the  track  team  were  the  husky  football  players,  Bob  Biehl  and  Jim  Day.  Biehl  earned 
his  ninth  letter  at  the  University,  having  won  awards  in  football,  basketball,  and  track  for  three  suc- 
cessive  years. 

Running  the  hurdles  for  the  University  were  Johnnie  Wickter  and  Fred  Reiman.  Reiman,  experienced 
hurdler  of  two  years  varsity  competition,  returned  to  the  squad  after  being  away  from  school  for  two 
years.  He  demonstrated  in  early  meets  that  he  had  not  lost  any  of  his  former  skill.  Wickter,  who  was 
unable  to  run  last  year  because  of  an  injury,  made  a  great  come-back  this  season. 

Fred  Deshetler,  high  scorer  of  last  year's  track  team,  led  the  distance  men.  He  and  Bill  Hullenkramer  ran 
the  mile  and  two  mile  distances.  Entered  in  the  half  mile  and  mile  runs  were  Frank  Hudick,  Willard 
Bright  and  Merton  Lilly. 

Earl  Kaiser,  George  Bleckner,  Max  Reddish,  Frank  Hudick,  and  Willard  Bright  ran  the  440-yard  run. 
All  were  experienced  performers.  Al  Girard  and  Dale  Crow,  together  with  some  of  the  men  who  ran 
the  440  made  up  the  relay  team. 

Bill  Gilfillen  and  Bob  Bowers  worked  as  high  jumpers.  They  faced  the  difficult  task  of  attempting  to 
out-do  last  year's  outstanding  performers  in  this  event,  Hauck  and  Len  Jacobs.  The  work  of  Bowers  and 
Gilfillen  improved  as  the  track  season  progressed.  Gilfillen  competed  in  the  broad  jump  and  javelin 
as  well  as  in  the  high  jump. 

Dash  men  of  the  squad  were  Johnnie  Wickter  and  George  Bleckner.  Wickter  is  in  his  last  year  of  com- 
petition, while  Bleckner  will  be  back  next  year. 

Bob  Long,  captain  of  the  track  team,  did  more  than  his  part  in  point-getting  in  the  pole  vault.
